Blockading ves­ 
sels m ay be supplied by Portugal, 
which warned neutral shipping to 
avoid the Barcelona port, though 
Lisbon had not yet f< rmally rec­ 
ognized Franco’s government.

ENTOMOLOGIST 
S UG G ESTS FALL CLE AN-UP OF 
GROWING COTTON TO COM­ 
BAT 
WEEVILS. 


“ To reduce the num ber o f boll 
w eevils in the cotton fields next year 
every farm er should plow up all cot­ 
ton growth as soon as cotton picking 
is com plete,” says 
R. R. 
Hopper!, 
Extension entomologist. 
“ Cotton boll weevils feed only as 
green cotton and develop 
only 
in 
green cotton squares or bolls. Killing 
cotton growth early thus rem oves the 
food of the weevil. 
If the growth is 
entirely killed as early as two weeks 
before frosts, practically all weevils 
will starve before going into winter 
ijuarters. 
A bsolut«* lark of food for only a 
‘ short period during th** active sea­ 
son, that is previous to killing frosts, 
will cause death from starvation. If 
allow ed to reach the dormant state, 
weevils 
can 
live 
several 
months 
without food, and it is these o ver­ 
w intering weevils 
that breed 
and 
supply the next season’s hordes,” he 
added. 
“ A total destruction o f the plant 
1 substance is not necessary nor d e­ 
sit a b b , ” R u p p e rt w arn e d . “ All our 
soil* need this organic m aterial re ­ 
tu rn ed for continued profitable p r o ­ 
duction, It is enough in the matter 
o f w eevil control that the plant mere­ 
ly be killed. 
“ O ften a plow set shallow to clip 
the tap roots just below the surf aet* 
of th*- soil is a successful practice. 
Merely 
chopping 
or 
clipping 
the 
talks will not answer, because the 
utvirep* will throw out new growth 
ideal for weevil food,** he concluded.

The Sod Conservation Service is 
recom ending strip cropping to thous­ 
ands o f farm ers cooperating in its 
I 11 demonstration areas throughout 
the country. 
Strip cropping means 
planting strips of close-growing, aoil- 
I I oteeting croi** on the contour be­ 
tween strips of clean cultivated, soil- 
depleting crops. 
Each close-growing 
strip checks the speed of water run­ 
ning down the slope. 
I he strips of 
pi oteeting clops catch the soil that 
washes away 
from 
clean-cultivated 
strips. 
Combined with terracing and 
terrace 
outlet 
drainagew ays, 
strip 
cropping provides the best protection 
u ga inst cropland erosion in many re­ 
gions. 
Strip cropping also is effec tiv e in 
retaiding wind erosion. 
Close-grow­ 
ing crops br* ak the wind, and in ad­ 
dition help build up 
fertility 
and 
conserve m oisture in the soil. 
Strip

2. We have failed to give su ffi­ 
cient thought to the “ balancing” of 
livestock rations. A balanced ration 
is som ething more than the proper 
proportions of protein and carbona­ 
ceous feeds. The quantity must 
be 
in proportion to 
the 
am ount 
anil 
quality of growth or work expected. 
3. We have failed to g;v« 
intelli­ 
gent attention to the daily details in 
cai** and 
m anagem ent.

have 
failed to do those things which the 
stockman alone tan do*— protect his 
livestock from climatic and natural 
hardships, protect 
them 
from 
mud 
and dampness in winter, parasite; in 
summer, and preventable diseases at 
all tinier 
We have not .studied live­ 
stock breeding, feeding, and manag- 
ment as the lawyers, 
doctors, 
and 
hankers have studied the basic facts 
of their professions. 
4. We have faded to

ERODED, R U N D O W N FARMS. 


A black-loeust fence post on the 
Jarrell 
Jarrett 
farm 
in 
Jackson 
County, Ga., has been in use more 
than 75 years. Before the Civil War, 
the post was cut and set. 
A gate 
hung on it for yeaVs. 
Still well pre­ 
served, the post is now being used in 
a woven wire fence. 
Black locust, one o f the 
fastest 
grow ing hardwood trees, is used ex- 
t* naively by farm ers cooperating with 
Hi** 
D epartm ent of 
A griculture 
in 
the control of 
erosion. Planted 
in 
gullied areas 
or on 
unproductive 
land where the topsoil has been re­ 
moved, the trees retard dam age from 
w ashing, 
Undei favorable conditions, the lo­ 
cust grows rapidly and yields durable 
fence posts in IO or 12 years. T rees 
30 feet high and 5 inches in diam eter 
are often grown in 15 years. 
A legum e, black locust draws up- 
oti the unlimited nitrogen in the air 
and fixes it in the soil, thereby in­ 
creasing fertility. 
The wood o f the 
locust is heavy, hard, and very dur­ 
able,
